The Johns Hopkins Press, Baltimore 18, Md. 

This carefully documented work is: con- 
densation and reworking, some parts, 
the writer’s doctoral dissertation completed 
the Johns Hopkins University 1956. The 
title the original work was “The Decline 
the Teaching Religion the Americar 
Public Elementary School the States Origi- 
nally the Thirteen Colonies, 1776-1861.” The 
study also examines documents which have 
been uncovered since the original thesis was 
prepared. The author, priest the Arch- 
diocese Baltimore, now chaplain and 
instructor religion and education Notre 
Dame College Maryland. 

The thesis, carefully documented 
torical evidence, that the “American way 
life’ the first years the nation’s 
history included deep conviction the 
importance religious education. shows 
that the first law forbidding sectarian text- 
books the common schools was not passed 
until 1827 Massachusetts; and the issue 
then was not “separation Church and 
State” but rather what extent the different 
sects should allowed have influence. 

The early legislators and most the Prot- 
estant population (there were very few Cath- 
olics) seemed take for granted that the 
common schools should teach kind funda- 
mental Christian religion which all them 
could agree. 

Chapter containing about pages 
entitled “The Fate Religion under Horace 
Mann Horace Mann shown 
have been interested religion, religion 
which might described his own brand 
Unitarianism. Having broken with orthodox

The expansion the central Catholic high 
movement has resulted number 
interesting organizational developments. 
trend favoring central schools parallels 
the consolidation movement public 
school education. The opening large, 
central schools offering comprehensive 
curriculum has had special impact 
staffing. 

Central Catholic high schools are staffed 
through the combined efforts diocesan 
priests, religious men (both priests and 
Brothers), religious women, laymen, and 
laywomen. recent administra- 
tors were asked indicate the number 
full-time and part-time teachers their 
school staff. One hundred thirty-six central 
schools replied the questionnaire; this 
number represented 57.35 per cent the 
central schools listed The Catholic Di- 
rectory (1956). These 136 schools employ 
total 3605 men and women, divided 
3189 full-time administrative and 
personnel and 416 part-time staff 
members.

the Historically, lay teachers 
have always played prominent role 
Catholic education. Monsignor Carl 
Ryan, reviewing the role the lay teacher 
the early days our Republic, has 
noted: 


the early days Catholic education 
the English speaking part the United 
States, seems, from what limited evi- 
dence available, that the teachers were 
usually lay teachers. The best known 
these Ralph Crouch who opened the first 
Catholic school the English speaking 
colonies Newton, Maryland, 1640.

interesting tabulation results when 
the information reported the 136 central 
schools arranged indicate those en- 
gaged administration distinct from 
teaching. tabulation the relationships 
among these groups shown Table II. 
Sixty-nine (or 50.8 per cent) the schools 
involved the study indicated that some 
combination four groups all five 
groups work the same school. That is, 
the majority schools have staff mem- 
bers drawn from the ranks the diocesan 
religious priests, Brothers, Sisters, and 
laity.

READING the Grades 


three hundred high school freshmen 
are believed, Johnny and Mary like 
read. least 230 these boys and 
girls claimed enjoy reading. informal 
questionnaire given the freshmen As- 
sumption High School for boys and St. 
Teresa Academy for girls (East St. Louis, 
brought forth some very interesting. 
not scientifically educed, comments. 

the reading fans, weren’t conscious 
being “influenced” their teachers 
all, and claimed have survived tactics 
inviting positive dislike.

The features the boys’ satellite work 
meriting this attention are numerous. They 
cracked the secret the first satellite’s 
orbit before most observers had heard it. 
With this information they were able 
pick schedule and keep its location 
pinpointed little miles all around 
the world; this established reputation for 
them which led newsmen rely the 
boys for last minute information. Teletype 
services put this information directly 
wires across the country. Bureau 
Standards station, many states distant is- 
sued report direct answer the sig- 
nificance disturbances discovered the 
boys. The tracking which went for eight 
days resulted many interesting obser- 
vations regarding ionosphere, propagation,

Overenthusiastic reporters around town 
credited the boys with beating the Naval 
Observatory some hours the mat- 
ters specifying the orbit, and being 
the first the nation call attention 
the breakdown radio equipment the 
satellite. There was truth these claims, 
but clearly, the boys did not elevate their 
data the level comparison with Naval 
Observatory work! 

Nevertheless, the SJH method orbit 
plotting was quite interesting, especially 
teachers. depends solid geometry 
theorem which states approximately that 
great circle sphere can fixed 
two points. The radio club discovered 
observation that the megacycle signal 
range was consistent 5100 miles; ro- 
tating the beam antennas the ham sta- 
tion. they succeeded also spotting fairly

sharply the fade-in and fade-out directions 
the signal. This was sufficient locate 
two points 5100 miles distant and some 
4000 miles apart, fixing great circle 
one orbit! 

The orbit which satellite traces out 
actually remains one plane space, 
practically speaking, and the earth rotates 
inside the orbit, giving only the appear- 
ance that many paths make the orbit. 
Having realized this, the boys made 
model orbit, and holding fixed posi- 
tion, rotated the earth globe successively 
degrees eastward, and there were the 
succeeding see them! Having 
traced out flock orbits this manner, 
and having added corrections, they went 
work with calipers and arithmetic 
figure out when and where Sputnik would 
sign and out. This system worked 
well that the signal for orbit after orbit, 
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The boys calculate the position the satellites any given moment 
recording the direction and duration the beeps. 


was there plus minus minute 
two. fact, the closest measurement was 
off the predicted fade-in time only 
seconds; i.e., the boys had predicted 
signal coming from the satellite when 
reached position over the South Atlantic 
4:01 p.m., and did come 4:00:42 
just seconds early. This means that 
the Sputnik, being tracked some 5000 miles 
away, was miles off predicted location. 
With this sort observation occurring 
while there were newsmen the radio 
room, their enthusiasm over their source 
news can easily understood! 

The boys went tracking for days. 
Except for hours following Monday eve- 
ning, the early morning orbits were omitted. 
Monday night, however, the boys an- 
nounced the radio failure Sputnik for 
the radio and news services; and since 
that time nobody was sure the gadget 
was going stay up, the boys tracked 
through the night. was real thriller for 
them being Cleveland’s firsthand source 
information, having access the press 


wires, and keeping with the satellite. 
Sputnik went silent, but came along, 
and then the Vanguards and Explorers. 
The SJH boys were the job again, but 
not until May did they relive the thrill 
their first triumph. Many groups Cleve- 
land, including university and industrial 
research people, had set elaborate track- 
ing equipment; therefore the boys SJH 
were longer needed for satellite work. 
But then Sputnik III with its incredible 
1000 pounds hardware went up. The 
curiosity layman and scientist alike was 
inflamed whether this immense over- 
shadowing American efforts was really 
true. But nobody Cleveland was hearing 
the signal! Shortly after dawn the SJH 
laboratory telephone began ring news- 
men began checking all sources infor- 
mation. short time adjustments had 
been made the SJH equipment and the 
boys began search among the many 
radio sounds for the strange new dit dah 
dit dit. News channels, which the boys 
had immediate access, revealed that nega- 


tive results continued come from all 
heightened among the St. Joseph boys; for, 
evidently, experience could make the differ- 
ence who verified this new satellite 
there was one. After several hours 
watching and shrewd predicting possi- 
bilities, there suddenly drifted into the 
room the unmistakable satellite note, waver- 
ing and then growing stronger this 
was the first the Midwest! The boys 
taped the signal, verified orbital indi- 
cations, and released news channels. 
other group had found the signal 
this pass and the phone rang repeatedly 
radio announcers, along with university 
and industrial laboratories, called for spot- 
ting data concerning its This 
satellite success was interesting 
measure the extent which boys can 
develop, for here they competed with ma- 
ture men and scored well. 


Routine Ham Radio Events 


The arrangement St. Joseph High 
unique, and evidently responsible for this 
development.

Much development occurs 
through work done right school. The 
boys often instruct science classes for 
period bringing portable mobile sta- 
tion cart right into the classroom. 
demonstration they talk back the 
lab and one the radio equipped cars 
outside. The class drawn into participa- 
tion and the situation becomes quite 
dramatic for all. One hilarious twist 
these shows the telephoning via radio 
line from the classroom some boy who 
absent from school for the day! One 
day, far from any embarrassment, this 
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resulted gratifying adventure. The 
absent boy was located hospital! 
was “patched through” several classes 
that day and was obviously exciting and 
instructive for all. 

Not always does the stunt work out 
nicely. “Satellite Study and Radio Dem- 
onstration” program was given neigh- 
boring girls’ high school, Villa Angela. The 
radio “phone patch” technique was demon- 
strated with draftees from the audience 
participating the stage and from 
mobile car station outside. One mother, 
much the amusement the student 
body, and the utter confusion the young 
radio operators who had apologize for 
putting their victims into such strange cir- 
cumstances, was startled the idea 
her daughter talking her from car 
the middle the school grounds that she 
answered not another word but abruptly 
put the phone down! 


Difficult Technical Engineering 


These demonstrations are very difficult 
exercise, for they involve the setting 
involved radio equipment under exacting 
conditions. Besides this sort 
the boys frequently tackle the even more 
difficult job evolving radio stations 
cars. This particular experience receives 
encouragement through subsequent partici- 
pation Civil Defense Vandal 


Patrols Halloween, March Dimes oc- 
casions, and expeditions with several cars 
linked radio. one the many ex- 
peditions, the radio group traveled 
Gethsemani, Ky., for closed retreat 
place the general retreat school. 
Silence was problem the end that 
day travel, for they had kept their trans- 
mitters continuously alive with chatter for 
hours! 

consequence these activities, the 
technical development the youngsters 
becomes phenomenal. Many have jumped 
from amateur licensing commercial 
“tickets,” and have been hired elec- 
tronics employers. One such boy, working 
part time while still here school, earned 
$2,400 salary year maintaining 
police equipment. Others have done installa- 
tion and maintenance work traffic ra- 
dar, aircraft direction and communication 
equipment, and, course, radio and tele- 
vision work. Recently, however, the 
work became glorified occupation because 
one lad broke into closed circuit main- 
tenance. 

All these things are result many 
conditions working together, including the 
bigness the city Cleveland, the lure 
ham radio activity, the Catholic up- 
bringing which makes the 
and submissive being driven for their 
own good. and St. Joseph High School.

recent controversy about edu- 
cation the prescientific, nonscientific, 
literary, religious, plainly the tra-

written more than fifty years ago, and 
which should read every new 
generation teachers, and also re- 
cent book, Highet’s The Art Teach- 
ing. The basic truth regarding education 
simply stated James anti- 
dote the about psy- 
chology and education which even 
his day was evident. James’s introduc- 
tory statement is: 

“Psychology science and teach- 
ing art, and sciences never gener- 
ate acts directly out themselves. 
intermediary inventive mind must make 


the application using its originality.” 

After noting that the science psy- 
chology and whatever science pedagog- 
ics based and the psychology 
war are much alike (in fact, “noth- 
ing simpler more definite than the 
principles either”) and after pointing 
out the similarity, concludes: 

“Just what the respective enemies 
want and think, and what they know 
and not know are hard things for 
the teacher for the general find 
out. Divination and perception, not psy- 
chological pedagogics theoretic strat- 
egy, are the only helpers here” (p. 10). 

Psychology does save from mis- 
takes, but the great need the most 
complete knowledge the pupil, 
once intuitive and analytic. 

And Highet, having become obvi- 
ously aware the claims that the 
science education some science 
going solve all educational problems, 
and the new automatic and mechanized 
teacher will scientifically solve all her 
problems, comments trenchantly: 

believe teaching art, not 
science. seems very dangerous 
apply the aims and methods sci- 
ence human beings 
human beings bound inadequate 
and perhaps distorted. ‘scientific- 
ally’ brought child would piti- 
able monster. Teaching not like in- 
ducing chemical reaction; much 
more like painting picture, making 
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piece music, or, lower level. 
like planting garden, writing 
friendly letter. You must throw your 
heart into it. You must realize that 
cannot all done formulas, you 
will spoil your work and pupils

THE POPE 


The almost years the pontificate 
Pius XII are over and men good 
will all nations grieve the loss 
great statesman, great prelate, and 
great man. has made the word 
Catholic the name the Church 
more truly and more completely Cath- 
olic its world influence than has 
the spiritual energy the Church es- 
pecially notable since the days Pope 
Leo XIII. 

His great and diverse achievements 
the Nuncio Germany, the Papal 
Secretary State, and the Pope are 
fairly well known, such as, his con- 
tinuing outstanding services and for 
peace —that “sublime gift heaven” 
the definition the doctrine the 
Assumption the Blessed Virgin Mary 
into heaven matter faith, the 
sensible modification the fasting rules 
before Holy Communion, the simplifica- 
tion the dress nuns, the encourage- 
ment the liturgical movement, the 
preservation the purity strict 
compliance with the doctrines the 
Church, and the vigorous, persistent op- 
position Communism. These points 
Catholics know well, and the news- 
papers the world are retelling the 
story with genuine sympathy and un- 
derstanding. 

Today these hours grief and 
sadness tempered the great doc- 
trine the Resurrection want 
turn the saintly human being who 
was born Eugenio Pacelli Rome 
1876 years ago—and who died 
Pope Pius XII Castel Gondolfo the 
other day 1958. would like 
record today the world opinion the 
Pope with all its good will, appreciation, 
and sympathy. Probably the general 
view was best expressed the story 
from Vatican City Frank Brutto: 

Vatican City, Oct. 9.— nature and 
inclination, Pope Pius XII was scholar. 
world war and ideological fight for 
men’s minds compelled him soldier. 
But years hence Pius XII may known 
best for his saintliness. Many here believe 
that the frail, ascetic, yet almost incredibly 
hard-working frequently hailed 
great crowds “Papa Santo” will one 
day canonized saint and thus receive 
the highest honor the Church. 

The personal charm and spirit the 
man was evident the two newspaper- 
men who interviewed him immediately 
after Hiroshima find out the Pope’s 
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view the atomic bomb. Without dis- 
cussing the interview they found 
man’s man any man’s man, indicating 
the completeness their human reac- 
tion. But more significant 
closing the interview. The Pope said 
bless you” and, reports one the 
newspapermen, had ridiculous but 
almost irresistible impulse bless him 
back.” And the other newspaperman 
said felt the same way. 

the many tributes the Pope 
many places and from many people, one 
that struck very much was the one 
from the Stockholm (Scandinavia) trade 
union: good shepherd for his flock 
and man who reached perfection 
high degree.” 

High government officials, outside the 
Communist countries, were generous 
their appreciation. The Protestant Pres- 
ident Germany, Theodor Heuss, said 
“The present and future world owe him 
the most grateful memory.” The Prime 
Minister Great Britain said, think 
must all feel the world poorer 
the loss man who played great 
role the defense spiritual values 
and the work for peace and who has 
earned the respect 
whether his faith not.” 

Our own leaders the Federal Gov- 
ernment were particularly 
their expression their personal con- 
dolence and their the 
Pope’s services mankind. President 
Eisenhower said that: 


With men good will everywhere 
mourn his passing. His was full life 
devotion God and service his fel- 
low informed and articulate 
foe tyranny, was sympathetic 
friend and benefactor those who were 
oppressed, and his helping hand was al- 
ways quick aid the unfortunate victims 
war. 


Without fear favor, consistently 
championed the cause just peace 
among the nations the earth. man 
profound vision, kept pace with 
changing universe, yet never lost 
sight mankind’s eternal destiny. 

Vice-President Nixon, did the Ger- 
man President, noted the continuing 
influence the Pope: “The wisdom 
his counsel will guide spokesmen for 
years come.” And Secretary State 
Dulles, active churchman 
Episcopal Church, sent this cablegram: 


The passing this great spiritual leader, 
who has ever been the forefront the 
defense Christian civilization, pro- 
found loss for all peoples the world. 
His dedicated devotion the cause 
peace and justice has been truly great 
inspiration providing hope all mankind 
difficult and troubled times. 

Religious groups were equally gener- 
ous their praise. The Jews, noting the 
Pope’s peace efforts and his cordiality 
toward men and women all faiths, re- 
call vividly the Pope’s great service 
the Jews and especially his rescuing 
many victims Nazism. Especially sig- 
nificant and gracious was the comment 
the head the Established Church 
England, Dr. Geoffrey Fisher:

Few Catholic schools have 
organized shop program 


St. Edward High School, Lakewood, Ohio 


St. Edward High School opened its doors 
for the first time 1949. Since that date 
its enrollment has grown from about 100 
boys more then 1400. Small metal and 
woodshops plus introduction mechan- 
ical drawing were inaugurated during the 
fourth year the school’s history. Today 
the shops have been moved newly 
excavated section the basement, where 
more spacious quarters have been provided 
temporarily. The present program enrolls 
about 350 boys. The ultimate objective 
industrial-arts program that will give 
the maximum number boys least 
introductory experience 
drawing and shopwork. 

The first year blueprint reading and 
fundamentals mechanical drawing 
followed additional year progres- 
sively more advanced work drafting. 
the eleventh grade the student given 
opportunity learn the fundamentals 
both hand and machine woodworking; and 
the senior year there general course 
metal working. 


Organization the Shops 

Each woodshop class conducted, 
far possible, manner similar that 
industry, that the boys may develop 
desirable attitudes toward their work, their 
fellow workers and the management per- 
sonnel. the beginning each school 
year, each shop class elects student shop 
superintendent, who assists the instructor 
with many the routine administrative 
problems. checks the roll for absentees, 
announces and supervises the shop clean- 
the end the period, and dismisses 
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Industrial Arts

the first and second years the boys learn draw plans 
and read blueprints. 


the class the end the period should 
the instructor occupied with visitors. 
The need for electing shop superintend- 
ent who competent stressed remind- 
ing the class the importance and respon- 
sibility the position. 

elected, who assumes the duties the 
superintendent should absent and 
acts the shop safety foreman. The ad- 
ministering first aid for minor cuts and 
scratches part the safety foreman’s 
responsibilities. sees that eye shields 
goggles are worn and other safety precau- 
tions are observed. Each day posts the 
safety record the safety bulletin board 
that the other classes can see it. 

The instructor appoints maintenance 
foreman, whose duties include oiling the 
various machines and assisting the instruc- 
tor with machine maintenance. facilitate 
the passing out study sheets, collecting 
occasional written assignments, 
ing notices the bulletin board, the in- 
structor also appoints information fore- 
man. These two positions 
among the students, thus giving all 
chance assume responsibility and avoid- 
ing favoritism. 


Fundamental Projects 

The proper use the tools taught 
means about seven required projects. 
Each project has been selected designed 
teach some new advanced process. 
The first one the making sanding 
block this introduces the fundamentals 
measuring, planing, and squaring. Since 
little material involved, mistakes made 


not result great loss. the remain- 
ing required projects, the student has 
limited choice from among three for each 
group. The three projects any particular 
group all involve the same basic operations 
but may vary degree difficulty. 

With the first three four required 
projects, the student given the plans, 
bill materials, and steps the pro- 
cedure. For the remaining required proj- 
ects, given only the plans and 
required complete the bill materials 
and figure out the procedure for him- 
self. Once all the required projects are 
completed, the student may choose furni- 
ture project commensurate with his ability, 
for which must draw his own plans, 
estimate his own bill materials, and plan 
his own procedure. Through this method, 
the student gradually learns plan com- 
pletely all the work does the shop. 

All the first six required projects are 
made completely with hand tools; the 
seventh involves the use the lathe after 
the boys have been introduced this 
power tool. With the completion the 
lathe projects, the boys are instructed 
the other power tools. 


Planned Procedure 

system daily grade used the 
shop aid instilling the need for ac- 
curacy and consistent workmanship. Each 
shop student receives grade each day for 
the work performed. This system, while 
stimulating the student his best, also 
requires the instructor observe the daily 
progress the individual boy.

order make the students time- 
conscious, performance tests are given oc- 
casionally. These involve the fundamental 
operations both hand and power tools. 
Here accuracy, neatness, and general per- 
formance are timed and graded. 

textbook general woodworking 
used each woodshop class assist 
presenting the fundamental information. 
Reading assignments and occasional writ- 
ten work are discussed once week during 
period devoted airing problems en- 
countered work currently being done. 
the need arises, spot demonstrations are 
conducted for the entire class. Occasional 
films are shown supplement the textbook 
and demonstrations. Occasional field trips 
industries devoted wood products are 
also used help students see for them- 
selves how the different fundamentals they 
are learning are applied industry. 


Metalworking Course 

During the twelfth year St. Edward, 
the boy taking industrial courses intro- 
duced number phases industry 
the general metal shop. Here the gen- 
eral procedure similar that followed 
the woodshop. Projects are designed 
permit the boy work the various 
machines. Fundamental operations the 
lathe, shaper, milling machine, drill press, 
and precision grinder are taught that 
boy can plan, lay out, and set his own 
work all these machines. The use 
the various precision measuring 
ments taught this time together with 
the knowledge and skill grinding the 
necessary cutting tools. 

sheet metal unit the students use 
squaring shears cut their metal, the 
metal box and pan brake form sharp 
corners, and the slip rolls and rotary ma- 


chine for forming curved 
shaped edges. Here, too, the various hand 
tools for sheet-metal work are used the 
various projects. 

the welding department, the funda- 
mentals both oxyacetylene and arc weld- 
ing are taught. The boys are able learn 
through practice the procedures used 
both brazing and cutting metal. Some 
the projects made from sheet metal are 
also spot welded. 

small foundry unit also included 
the metal shop for the casting non- 
ferrous metals. Even though the equipment 
designed for castings limited sizes, 
the basic techniques can taught. 

Equipment for teaching the fundamentals 
forging and heat treating are available. 
The metal for forging can heated either 
welding torch high-speed gas 
furnace. Metals can also heat treated 
these two methods well water 
cooled induction equipment. 

new department present being 
added the metal shop; the equipment 
for complete electroplating unit being 
installed. Once this department fully 
operating, metal large three feet 
length can plated with copper, brass. 
cadmium. 

Each boy the metal shop eventually 
receives opportunity work the 
various departments that may ac- 
quire some the fundamental skills 
these many phases the metal industry. 

The various projects used the shop 
are simply means developing desirable 
skills, just particular topic 
theme essay means developing 
writing skills. Too often the finished prod- 
uct boy’s efforts critically judged 
without realizing what has been learned 
while the project was being made. 

not the purpose the industrial 
courses St. Edward produce finished 
craftsman; neither their purpose pro- 
duce advanced apprentice. These courses 
are designed merely introduction 
acquaint the students with some the 
work done and the processes used mod- 
ern industry. Some our students have 
entered industry directly production 
workers; others have entered apprentice- 
ship training with the hope becoming 
skilled craftsmen. Should boy decide not 
follow any the fields his train- 
ing, still better prepared for his life’s 
work, for understands better the value 
labor. will understand better also 
the many hours planning, building, and 
finishing required produce the items used 
daily living, Then, too, will develop 
some ability maintain the equipment 
and furnishings his own home.

Consultations and Class 
Demonstrations 

St. Rita’s School inaugurated the pro- 
gram November, 1957. This marked 
definite departure from the open-house 
tradition that had prevailed the school 
for number Ten minute consul- 
tations with the parents were scheduled 
each evening from three until five o’clock 
and Sunday from one until five for 
those who did not have any other oppor- 
tunity. Wednesday afternoon the 
same week, invited all the parents 
visit the classrooms operation. 
gram the classes that would taught 
was sent home with the children advance 
that parents could arrange observe 
particular class they chose. spite 


the fact that rained all afternoon, the 
parents streamed and out the class- 
rooms great numbers. The many favor- 
able comments received during and after 
this visit proved the teachers that par- 
ents are interested their school. 


Limited Display Pupils’ Work 

connection with this consultation and 
open house program, further aid better 
public relations was employed. Parents, 
seems, not always appreciate having 
their child’s class papers clamped together 
and publicly displayed during open-house 
time. Classroom displays were limited 
art work all its forms including projects, 
murals, unit portfolios, and the like. Tucked 
away file somewhere each classroom, 
the teacher kept folder for each pupil. 
Here was placed one paper for each subject 
once month. St. Rita’s, the teachers 
had agreed meeting held prior the 
opening school that this work should 
representative paper the child’s 
daily achievement. The children were not 
know which paper would saved, but 
any time and investigate. For the seed 
this plan, the faculty indebted Sister 
Mary Justiniana, C.PP.S., who one 
the elementary school supervisors for the 
diocese Cincinnati, Ohio. 


Procedure Consultations 

What was the procedure the consul- 
tations? proved quite simple. The 
teacher merely selected 
folder and presented the parents. 
addition, the results the Science Re- 
search Associates achievement and mental 
ability tests were studied and explained. 
These were easily interpreted they were 
recorded graph form. The parents there- 


gained vivid picture the ability 
the child compared with his actual 
achievement. With the teacher they could 
then try discover difficulties. Determin- 
ing probable causes and possible remedies 
was the next consideration. additional 
feature the consultation period could 
the issuing the pupil’s progress record 
for the first period the school term. 


Genuine Success 

Now, the best has been reserved until 
last. Every teacher noticed tremendous 
pickup the children’s work immediately 
after these meetings with the parents dur- 
ing Education Week. This did not die out 
the months progressed, but, the con- 
trary, increased noticeably. For this reason 
the faculty St. Rita’s suggest the above 
program other systems the early part 
the school year, not only solution 
Education Week problems, but also 
constructive means achieving the unity 
education that God has designed 
church, home, and school working together 
develop the entire child.

The question next arises: How can 
enter into this plan God? How can we, 
who belong natural birth that old 
Adam how can become incorporated 
into this New Man? St. Paul tells 
the body the supernatural Man. 

You know when bone grafted into 
another body, there twofold process 
involved. First the bone has com- 
pletely severed from the old body being 
cut away from its source life and all 
its old ties sinews and ligaments. Then 
the graft embedded the new body 
completely that draws all its nourish- 
ment therefrom. short, the life 
the body which now belongs, being 
vitally knit into that very structure. That 
is, actually receives its life from that

new blood stream and responds every 
stimulus from the new head. 

Now this was indeed God’s purpose 
namely, form new and divine Adam, 
then graft fallen humanity into this 
supernatural Body the God-Man. This, 
brief, was His wondrous plan: “to 
gather all creation both heaven and 
earth under one head, Christ” (Eph. 1:10). 
“For (the Father) has subjected every 
single thing his (Christ’s) authority and 
has appointed him universal head the 
Church, which truly His body, the com- 
plement Him who fills all the members 
with all graces (supernatural life)” (Eph. 
1:22-23). The word complement means 
that just your head completed 
the rest your body, Christ Himself 
really completed us, His human mem- 
bers engrafted His Mystical Body, 
the new Adam. 

you see now the real meaning con- 
tained that prayer the Mass, where 
the priest says: God, who fashioning 
our human nature bestowed marvelous

our eyes, higher plane truly sharing 
the very life God Himself. 

Also notice another astounding truth 
the priest’s significant action says 
the above prayer. mixes few drops 
water with the wine.

Even with God’s 
mingling human nature with the divine 
the Body His Son. These are united 
for ever, unless our own deliberate 
act choose sever ourselves 
vital contact. impress upon 
permanence and intimacy this union 
find, both the Old Testament and 
the New, that God likened mar- 
riage whereby two bodies become united 
“in one flesh.”

God’s plan had further purpose 
grafting fallen humanity onto the body 
divine Head. doing has made 
one body with the Man-God, who “in 
His own person, the atonement 
the sins the whole world” Jn. 2:2). 
now “by Him and with Him and 
Him” all mankind, which had fallen its 
first head Adam’s disobedience, could 
rise again even higher than before this 
second Adam’s obedience. This why, 
God’s plan, Eden found its answer 
Calvary, where Christ obeyed His Father’s 
will even the laying down His mortal 
life. Pius XII observed his Mediator 
Dei, “Sin had disturbed the right relation- 
ship between man and his Creator; the 
Son God would restore it. would 
bring them (men) back their heavenly 
Father, the primal source and final destiny 
all things” (Par. 1). 

must also remembered that, 
doing, Christ acted Head and repre- 
sentative fallen man, not merely his 
substitute. That say, the Saviour 


identified Himself with the human race 
that St. Paul could truly exclaim: “Since 
one died for all, therefore all died” 
Cor. 5:14). This means, course, that 
Christ’s death, which paid man’s 
infinite debt sin, can actually become 
our own death and expiation. For through 
our baptism have been grafted into 
Christ’s body, the same body that has al- 
ready died and risen again new and 
immortal life. ourselves, though born 
long centuries after Christ’s Redeeming- 
Act Calvary, can share all the 
marvelous results that death long ago. 
This because now belong that 
same body which accomplished those 
things. 

This then the heart God’s wondrous 
design, that redeeming Sacrifice 
not just historical event, which took 
place only definite year some 
specified place. God has included His 
great plan the means which that very 
death may made present here and 
now. For uniting divinity and humanity 
forever His beloved Son, God has made 
Him our High Priest 
for all the ages come. this end 
has willed that Christ’s sacrificial act 
expiation, begun Calvary His own 
physical body, should extended all 
times and places through His Mystical 
Body, the Church. But since even re- 
deemed humanity knows spiritual things 
only through material signs and bodily ac- 
tions, this Sacrifice had given visible 
and tangible form. Therefore God His 
infinite wisdom has 
Christ’s priestly life upon earth com- 
mitting visible priesthood the marvel- 
ous power making material signs ac- 
tually become the spiritual things they 
symbolize. For instance, priest today 
takes the separate bread and wine our 
sacrificial worship and transforms these 
very substances into the separated Body 
and Blood our Victim-Christ. Thus 
His atoning death made truly present 
our altars today once was 
Calvary two thousand years ago. There- 
upon even we, lay members Christ, the 
High Priest. may participate His very 
priesthood far offer “with Him 
and Him,” through His earthly priest 
the Victim has just made present for 
our Sacrifice. 

the Mass indeed mere calling 
mind long-past event, like 
Fourth July celebration. For “as ofter 
this commemorative sacrifice offered 
there wrought the work our Redemp- 
tion” (Mediator Dei, No. 79). What else 
could this mean but that which Father 
Howell here well expressed:

‘And you are Christ’s Body, members 
(Of Sacraments and Sacrifice, 104). 

This how ourselves fulfill the 
organic necessity what Pius XII wrote 
when urged “that men 
vidually come into vital contact with the 
sacrifice the cross, that the merits. 
which flow from should imparted 
them” (op. cit., No. 77). Just what must 
accomplish this vital contact with 
divine Head His Sacrifice? First 
since this true Paschal sacrifice 
thank-offering must unite our- 
selves Christ mind and will when He, 
through His priest, “gives thanks” with 
the bread and those bountiful gifts 
God’s creation. 

Then also, Christ Himself repaired 
\dam’s sin disobedience being “made 
obedient unto death,” likewise we, 
Christ’s members, must co-operate this 
same sacrificial act the total surrender 
even our own death, need be. Only 
can truly say with St. Paul, “With 
Christ nailed the cross” total 
participate fully this life-giving ex- 
piation, which constitutes Christ’s redemp- 
tive work. Then only shall able 
say with the Apostle, live, now not 
member the old Adam), but Christ (the 
new Head our redeemed Humanity) 
liveth me” (Col. 2:19-20).

Use and Teach Judgment 


using travel literature means 
inspiring interest social studies there 
are two items caution that should 
considered. Immature students can waste 
great deal time with paste and scis- 
sors. Pictures little value can creep into 
notebooks. The teacher should not allow 
class members carried away the 
mechanics making notebooks mis- 
understanding the color which will 
mark the pictures. suggestion that 
the teacher personally select the travel 
literature used, least, approve 
that selected pupils. This principle can 
followed without destroying interest.

The Handwriting Foundation Annual Award 
for 1958 was presented Brother Bernard 
Peter, community supervisor the Brothers 
the Christian Schools. The Foundation, 
meeting the Sheraton-Blackstone Hotel 
Chicago, September 26, heard Brother Ber- 
nard and more than dozen other educators 
and businessmen urge greater attention 
handwriting.

God. Continuing, noted how “radio had 
fulfilled the mission preaching all 
nations, and how television different 
and powerful emerged and revolution- 
ized man’s thinking and effected great 
the destinies men.

Obviously, poor show will not 
hold draw audiences, much less influence 
listeners; therefore, high quality es- 
sential. Illustrative successful Catholic 
radio and shows numerous interesting 
scripts, some which were mentioned 
the talks, were available the conven- 
tioners. One CBA’s most valuable con- 
tributions for some time has consisted 
sharing scripts such these. 

Appropriately, numerous priests and 
others who regularly produce Catholic 
radio and shows indicated that they are 
greatly concerned not only with high qual- 
ity their shows but also with the closely 
related consideration size audiences. 
Therefore, intervals they conduct sur- 
veys, usually telephone, ascertain the 
size the audience. Simultaneously, they 
take steps increase the number listen- 
ers through publicity various types. 
Commonly used are notices parish bulle- 
tins and the local press, attractive oral 
announcements parish meetings, and 
getting willing individuals utilize all 
possible occasions the most effective prop- 
aganda tool ever made—the human 
tongue. Reportedly, result some Cath- 
olic shows Sunday morning command 
the bulk the local listening audience. 
Obviously, this result can achieved only 


co-operative, intelligent action the 
part many devoted persons. 

Nor was the very important area re- 
search neglected this CBA convention. 
fact, quite variety studies was re- 
ported. 

Along this line, Father Hugh Michael 
Behan Grand Rapids summarized re- 
sults survey which had sent 
questionnaires the 129 archdioceses and 
dioceses the United States order 
ascertain the status quo Catholic radio 
and broadcasting. the per cent 
those responding, come per cent are 
engaged television and per cent 
weekly basis. More than half these 
programs run minutes each and per 
cent occupy fifteen-minute time slot. 
Figures show increase 220 per cent 
Catholic the past five years and 
per cent just the past year.
